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1 The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The abstract 
does not describe the claimed invention.

3. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Nielsen. 
Nielsen teaches measuring inductance of metal particles in lubricant and 

compensating for temperature (col. 1, line 47 - col. 2, line 8, esp. col. 2, lines 5-8). 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Akiyama et al and O'Dougherty at al additionally teach 
temperature compensated induction measurements.
